EDMONTON—A shorter time for 
shoot'ng wild ducks and geese wil be 
the order this year. Dates for the 
open season have been set by the pro- 
vincial game department as from 
noon on Sept, 1 to and including Nov. 
14, north of the Clearwater and Atha 
baska rivers; and from Sept. 15 to 
Nov. 14 south of those rivers. This is 
a shortening-up of one month as com 
pared with last year, 

The bag lint for ducks will be 15 
a day in September, and 25 for the 
balance of the season, with a maxi- 
mum of 100 birds for the season. Ia 
the case of geese, the limit will be 10 
a day, with a tote’ of 30 for the 
season. 

The restrictions this year are wth 
a view to conservation of the bird 
supply, which has been showing signs 
of depletion. Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba have made sim'lar reductions, 
while there is a movement in some 
of the states across the line to make 
still further cuts, it having been sug- 
gested that a 30-day scason should be | 
adopted. There is a possibility, ac-

Below will be found a brief synop- 
sis of telepraghic reports. 

General.—Except in the northern 
districts of Alberta and Saskatchew- 
an, crops throughout the Prairie 
Provinces have suffered from the in- 
tense heat of the past week. Some 
hatt losses have occurred in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan but the territories 
affl cted are not extensive. Slight dam 
age from rust and insects has been 
experienced tchewan and 
Manitoba, Pastures are drying up and 
need >. In Quebec weather condi- 
tions -ave been favourable to the 
growth <f all crops. In Ontario the 
harvesting of excellent wheat and 
barley crops is progresding well de- 
spite continued showery weather, 
other crops generally are very satis- 
factory. Im the Maritimes crops in 
general are making satisfactory pro- 
gress, though warm dry weather 
would prove beneficial. In Brit sh Co- 
lumbia the weather continues very 
warm and dry throughout the Prov- 
ince and crops are maturing rapidly. 

Alberta.—In the northeastern area 
wheat is eighty per cent headed and 
making rapid growth, hal damage is 
reported in isolated areas. In the 
southeastern area crops have suffered 
from excessive heat; cutting’ will 
commence this week. Practically a'l 
of the wheat in western area is head- 
ed out and following ample ram 
grains are making rapid progress. 
Hail has damaged crops in small | 
areas. Saskatchewan, — Crop  pros- 


pects continue fairly satisfactory in| 


most sections north of Saskatoon, 
while im the Prince Albert area and 
the extreme north wheat heads are 
filing well with ample moisture and 
good average yields are expected. 
Extreme heat and strong winds have 
caused further deterioration in the 
central and southern part of the Pro 
vince, where crop condit/ons now vary 
from very poor to complete failures.

SEE DRASTIC CUT 
OPEN GAS FLOW 


NEW PROVINCIAL RESTRIC- 
TIONS WILL HAVE IMPOR- 
TANT EFFECT 

CALGARY—Policy of the Alberta 
provincial government to hold the 
open flow gas of Turner Valley down 
to 100,000,000 cubic feet daily as an- 
nounced by Premier Brownlee, wili 
mean further drastc curtailment of 
the flow, it was learned from a reli- 
able source. 

With curtailment to 40 per cent of 
the open gas flow in effect, as well as 
a 50 per cent reduction in purchases 
of naphtha by Imperial, Turner Val- 
ley is still said to be producing be- 
tween 250,000,000 and 300,000,000 cu- 
hic feet of gas daily. 

On July 20, with the government 
curtailment order in force, Turner 
Valley is said to have had a flow of 
400,000,000 cublic feet. Announcement 
was then made by Imperial that only 
50 per cent of the product on of val- 
ley wells, based on the June delivertes 
would be received in the future. The 
total flow then dropped to between 
250,000,000 and 300,000,000 cubic feet 

To cut down the flow to 100,000,000 
cubic feet it will be necessary to cur- 
tat: further the presen; gas flow by 
more than one-half, it is stated.
